ENEMY FEARS 
NEW DRIVE IN 
AACHEN AREA 


Line Bends Under Steady 
Pressure; German Artil­ 
lery Fire Heavy 


(By Associated P ress) 
LONDON. Oct 17.—British troops 
drove into the Dutch highway town 
of Venray eight miles from the 
Reich’s frontier today 
while 
th *1 
Germans, 
proclaiming 
a 
budding 
U S. offensive, strove to hold Amer­ 
icans in tile Aachen sector w ith a 
wall of artillery fire. 
Am erican-British 
pressure 
in ­ 
creased along a 50-mile front from 
Venray to Aachen. An Allied tac ti­ 
cal authority likened the situation 
to th at which preceded August’s 
Normandy breakthrough. 
Tommies fought house to house 
for Venray, a few miles from tile 
Maas (Meuse* river, and ether col­ 
umns approached from the north 
and east. 
American team s continued slowly 
digging G erm ans out of surrounded 
Aachen, and repulsed all G erm an 
counterblows east and northeast of 
the Siegfried line city. 
Artilery Fire Heavy 
G erm an broadcasts told of strong 
reinforcem ents moving up behind 
American lines, and spoke of a com­ 
ing "battle of Geilenkirchen." This 
town is IO miles above Aachen in 
Germany. 
A front dispatch said the G er­ 
m ans turned the heaviest artillery 
barrage of the Siegfried line battles 
against

Adm Chester W Nintifz said today in flatly 
contradicting Tokyo’s boasts of an "overwhelming victory". 
Part of the enemy fleet came out of hiding, but turned tail and fled 
when they saw the American force, the Pacific comm ander announced. 
He added: 
No American carriers or battleships have been badly damaged in a 
week of aerial ham m ering at Jap an ’s inner defense line 
The only U. 8 . 
warships knocked out of action 
apparently destroyers or cruisers—were 
hit by land based torpedo planes. Both ships retired with sm all casualties. 
A Japanese cruiser, apparently fleeing from Halsey’* force, was sunk 
in the South China sea by the United States China-based 14th air force.
